The occafion of this pfalm, feems io have been David's tranflation of the ark to Zion, pes was 
' managed with great folemnity and devotion. For the firft words are the very fame which Mofes 
— appointed for Such occafions, Numb. x. 35. and the following verfes purfue the fame matter. 
Thence he falls into a defcription of fome of the glorious works of the God to whom this ark be- 
longed. But becaufe David knew that both himfelf and the ark were types of Chrift, and that 
the church of Ufrael were a type of the catholick church, confifting of Jews and Gentiles, and 
that the legal adminiftrations were types of thofe of the gofpel, he therefore by the fpirit of prophecy, 
looked through the types, to the great myfleries of Chrift's refurrettion and afcenfion, and of the 
Special privileges of the Chriftian church, and of the converfion of the Gentiles, and intermixes 
paffages, which immédiately belong to thefe things, although the words be fo ordered, that they 
carry a manifeft allufton to the prefent attions, and may be applied to them, in a fecondary fenje. 
He firft prays againft God's enemies, and for his people, ver.1—3. Then praifes God, for his 
greainefs and goodnefs, ver. 4—6. For his wonderful works, ver. 7—14. For his fpecial

Becaufe this pfalm was very large, and the matter of it of the greateft importance, the pfalmift 
thought fit to divide it into two and twenty feveral parts, according (o the number of the Hebrew 
letters, that fo he might both prevent tedioufnefs, and fix it in the memory, Each part confifts of 
eight verfes. All the verfes of the firft part begin with Aleph, all the verfes of the fecond with 
Beth, and foon. It is obfervable, that the word of God is here called by the names of law, 
ftatutes, precepts or, commandments, judgments, ordinances, righteoufnefs, telti- 
monies, way and word. By which variety, he defigned to exprefs the nature and perfeétion of 
God's word. Itis called his word, as revealed by him to us; his way, as prefcribed by him for 
us to walk in; his law, as binding us to obedience; sus ftatutes, as declaring his authority of 
giving us laws ; his precepts as diretling our duty; jis ordinances, as ordained byhim; his 
righteou(nels, as exaétly agreeable ta God's righteous nature and will ; his judgments, as pro- 
ceeding from the great judge of the world, -and beng his judicial fentence to which all men muft 
Submit ; and has teftimonies, as i contains the witneffes of God's will, and of man’s duty, 
And there is but one of thefe one hundred and feventy fix verfes, in which one or other of thefe 


titles is not found. The general fcope and defign of this psalm is; to magnify the law and make it 
honourable: to fhew the excellency and ufefulne/s of divine revelation, and recommend it to us, 


by the pfalmift’s own example, who Jpeaks by experience of the benefits of wt, for which he praifes

The author ; who 
was Sdlomon, as 2s manifeft both from the common confent of Jewifh and 
Chriftian writers, and from the exprefs words of the firft vere, That he 
wrote itin his old age,ts more than peeves fromdivers paffages in wt, as, that 
he did rt after his buildings, chap. 11. 4. which yet took up twenty years of 
his iife, 1 Kings ix. 10. and thier fore confiderable enjoyment of them, and 
planting of gar OR and orchards, and reaping the frust of them, chap. 
ul. 5,6. and after long and much confideration and experrence of ail thofe 
methods tn which men expelt to find happrnefs, chap. vii. 27, &c. So this 
book was written by him, as a publick teflimony of his repentance and detefta- 
tion of thofe wicked courfes to which he had additted himfelf: wherein he 
followed the example of his father David, who, after his fad fall, penned 
the fifty-fArft pfa 7 And the truth of thas opinion may be confirmed by that ex- 
preffion, 2 Chron. xi. 17. They walked in the way of David and Solo-_ 
mon; thatis, wherem they walked, both before thetr falls, and a if ter their repen- 
tance. 2. The method of it. For whereas there are fome paffages in ut which feem 
impious; it mujft be confidered, that rt rsin part dramatical ; that Solomon 
Speaks moft things in his own name, but fome things in the names of ungodly 
men, as ts undeniably manifeft both from the {cope and defign of the book, as 
ut 15 expreffed both in the beginning and in the conclujion of at, and from ha 5 fee 
rious and large difputation againft thofe wicked principles and courfes.

There are many thou- 
fands of remarkable {peeches and actions 
done.in this and the following ages which 
neither are, nor ever will be, putinto the 
publick records or hittories, and confe- 


quently muft unavoidably be forgot- 
ten in fucceeding ages; and therefore 


it is juft and reafonable to believe the 
fame concerning former ages. 

V. 12, J was king—Havingafferted the 
vanity of all things in the general, he now 
cames to prove his alfertion in thole par- 
ticulars wherein men commonly feek, and 
with greatefl probability expeét to find, 
true happinels. He begins with fecular 
wifdom. Andto fhew how competent a 
judge he was of this matter, he lays down 
this charaéter, That he was the preacher,

for the getting of wifdom, by confulting 
all forts of books and men, by trying all 
manner of experiments ; and no ordinary 
king, but ding over Lfrael, God's own peo- 
ple, a wife and an happy people, whole 
king he was by God's {pecial appointment, 
and furnifhed by God, with fngular wif- 
dom for that great truft; and whofe 
abode was in Ferufjakm, where were the 
houte of God and the moft wile and 
learned of the priefts attending upon it, 
and the feats of juftice, and colleges or 
aflemblies of the wifeft men of their na- 
tion. All thefe concurring in_ him, 
w bich rarely do in any other men, make 
the argument drawn from his experience 
more convincing. 

V. 13. J gave my heart—Which phrafe 
denotes his ferious and fixed purpofe, and 
his great indullry init. To fearch—To feek 
diligently andaccurately. By wifdom—By 
the help of that wifdom wherewith God 
had endowed me. Concerning—Concern- 
ing all the worksjof God and men in this 
lower world; the works of. nature; 
the works of Divine providence ; and the 
works and depths of human policy.

comes nearer to that of gold than any 
other part of the body does. And this, 
upon the approach of death, is commonly 
fhrivelled up, and many times broken. 
and as thefe claufes concern the brain, and 
the animal powers, fo the two following 
re{peét the {pring of the vital powers, and 
of the blood, the great inflrument thereof 
is the heart. And fo Solomon hete def{cribes 
the chief organs appointed for the pro- 
duétion, diftribution, and circulation of 
the blood. For tho’ the circulation of the 
blood has been hid for many generations, 
yet it was well known to Solomon. Accord- 
ing to this notion, the fountain is the right 
ventricle of the heart, which is now ac- 
knowledged to be the {pring of life; and 
the pitcher is the veins which convey the 
blood from it to other parts, and efpeci- 
ally that arterious vein, by which it is 
tran{mitted to the lungs, and thence to 
the left ventricle. where it is better elabo- 
rated, and then thruft out into the great 
artery, called the Aorla, and by its branches 
t Gen. iii.

The form of this book zs dramatical, 


2 wherein 
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wherein feveral parts are uttered in the name of feveral perfons, who are 
chiefly, the bridegroom and the bride, and the friends or companions of the 
one, and of the other. Nor 1s wt declared what or when each of them fpeak, 
but that is left to the obfervation of the prudent reader. The defign of the book 
in general ws to defcribe the love and happy marriage of two perfons, but rt 1s not 
to be underftood concerning Solomon and Pharaoh's daughter, (although 
the occafion may be taken from that, or rather he makes an allufion to that) 
but concerning God, or Chrift, and his church and people. Thas is _fuffictently 
evident from the difcriptions of this bridegroom and bride, which are fuch as 
could not with any decency be ufed or meant concerning Solomon and Pha- 
raoh’s daughter. There are many expreffions and defcriptions, which being 
applied to them, are abfured and monflrous. Hence it follows, that this 
book is to be underflood allegorically concerning that fprritual love and mar- 
riage which 1s between Chrift, and his church. And this will be more than 
probable to any man who fhall confider the following particulars; 1. That 
the fcriptures both of the Old and New Teftament are full-of allegorical paffa- 
ges; which being known and confeffed, wt 1s needlef/s to prove: 2. That the, 
doétrine of Chrift, being the head, and hufband, of God's church or people, 
was well known, atleaft to the prophets, and the wife and pious Mraelites 
in the time of the Old Teftament: 3. That God compares himfelf to a bride- 
groom, and lus church to a bride, Ma. Ixit. 5. andealls, and owns himfelf 
the hufband of fis people, Ua. liv. 5. Hof.1i1. 16. 19, 20. In which places, 
by comparing thefe with many other texts of fcripture, byGod, or the Lord, 
is meant Chrift, the fecond perfon in the Godhead, who then was to come 
down, and fince did come from heaven to earth, for the confummation of 
that eternal defign of marriage between God and his people: 4. That the 
forty-fifih Plalm, which is a kind of abridgment of this book, although it 
alludes to the marriage between Solomon and Pharaoh’s daughter, was 
written concerning the Mejffiah, as ail interpreters, both Chriftian and 
Jewith agree. From thefe confiderations, and many others which might be 
fuggefted, itis fufficiently manifest, that the feope of this book is to defcribe the 
mutual love, unton and communion which is between Chrift and his church, 
in the various conditions to which tis lable in thts world.

The holy prophets, whofe writings are contained in the facred fcripture, are 
fixteen. Of thefe Waiah, zs firft in place, and, as may feem probable, in 
time alfo. But undoubtedly he was cotemporary with Hofea.. Compare 
Ifa.1. 1. with Hof. 1. 1. The Jews tell us that he was of the blood royal 
of Judah. But undoubtedly he was the prince of all the prophets, whether 
we confider the great extent and variety of his prophecies, the excellency and 
Jublimity of thofe myftérres which were revealed to him and by him, the 
majefly and elegancy of his ftyle, or the incomparable itveline/s and power 
of his fermons. He fo evidently and fully defcribes the perfon, and offices, 
and fufferings, and kingdom of Chrift, that fome of the ancients called him 
the fifth Evangelift. And zt is obferved, that there are more quota- 
toons in the New Teftament taken out of Waiah, than out of all the 
other prophets.

And tho’ 
this prophecy feeimed direétly to -refpe& 
the former deftruction, yet it feems to have 
fome reference to the latter alfo; only it 
is intimated, that after feventy years, Tyre 
fhould recover her former power and 
glory, before her fecond and final deftruc- 
tion. Howl—To which howling and la- 
menting is afcribed by a known figure. 
No houfe—So effettually wafted, that there 
is not an houfe left in it, nor any mer- 
chants or others that go into it, for traffick. 
Chitttm—He mentions the land of Chittim, 
becaufe this was an eminent place for 
fhipping and trading, and _ therefore 
doubtlels had great dealings with Tyre.

A ND king Zedekiah the fon of Jofiah, reigned inftead of Co- 
niah the fon of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrezzer king of 
Babylon made king inthe land of Judah. Butneitherhe, nor his 
fervants, nor the people of the land, did hearken unto the words of 
the Lorp which he {pake by the prophet Jeremiah. And Zedekiah 
the king fent Jehucal, the fon of Shelemiah, and * Zephaniah the 
fon of Maafeiah the prieft, tothe prophet Jeremiah, faying, Pray 
now unto the Lorp our God for us. Now Jeremiah came in and 
went out amongit the people, for they had not put him into prifon. 
Then Pharaohs army was come forth out of Egypt, and + when 
the Chaldeans that befieged Jerufalem, heard tidings of them, 
they departed from Jerufalem.. Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, faying, Thus faith the Lorn, the God of 
Ifrael, Thus fhall ye fay to the king of Judah that fent you unto 
me, to enquire of me, Behold Pharaoh’s army which is come 
forth to help you, fhall return to Egypt, into their own land.

For through the anger of the Lorp 
it came to pafs in Jerufalem and Judah, ’till he had calt them out 
from his prefence, that Zedekiah rebelled again{t the king of Baby- 
lon. And it came to pafs in the ninth year of his reign, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that Nebuchadrezzar 
King of Babylon came, he and all his army againft Jerufalem, and 
pitched againit it, and built forts again{t 1t round about. So the 
city was befieged unto the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. And 
in the fourth month, in the ninth day of the month, the famine was 
fore in the city, fo that there was no bread for the people of the 
land. Then the city was broken up, and all the men of war fled, 
and went forth out of the city by night, by the way of the gate be- 
tween the two walls, which was by the king’s garden: (now the 
Chaldeans were by the city round about) and they went by the way 
of the plain. But the army of the Chaldeans purfued after the 
king, and overtook Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; and all his 
army was {cattered from him. Then they took the king, and car- 
ried him up unto the king of Babylon to Riblah, in the land of Ha- 
math; where he gave judgment upon him. And the king of Ba- 
bylon flew the fons of Zedekiah before his eyes: he flew alfo all the 
princes of Judah in Riblah. Then he put out the eyes of Zedekiah; 
and the king of Babylon bound him in chains, and carried him to 
Babylon, and put him m prifon ‘till the day of his death. Now 
in the fifth month, 1n the tenth day of the month (which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon) came Nebu- 
zar-adan captain of the guard, who ferved the king of Babylon, 
into Jerulalem, And burnt the houfe of the Lorn, and the king’s 
houfe ; and all the houfes of Jerufalem, and all the houfes of the 
great men burnt he with fire. And all the army of the Chaideans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, brake down all the walls of 
Jerufalem round about. Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
sgiuard carried away captive certain of the poor of the people, and 
the refidue of the people that remained tn the city, and thofe that 
fell away, that fell to the king of Babylon, and the reft of the mul- 
titude. But Nebuzar-adan, the captain of the guard, left certain of 
the poor of the land for vine-dreflers, and for hufbandmen. Alfo

This book in Greek, Latin, and Englifh, has cts name from the fubjett matter 
of it, which 1s Lamentation. So alfo among the Hebrew writers ; but in the 


Hebrew zt takes wts name from the firft word of the book, as the five books of 


Vol. Il. 
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Mofes have. That it was wrote by Jeremiah none can queftion, becaufe in the 
Hebrew zt is ftiled, The book of Jeremiah. There ws little controverfy 
about the time, or occafion of writing zt. That the occafion was the miferies 
of the people, by reafon of the famine, fword, and captivity, is evident. Pro- 
bably Jeremiah began to write upon the death of Jofiah, and continued to 
the time of the captwity, fetteng down all the miferies the people fuffered all 
along to that time. The defign of the writing, as to thofe whom it immediately 
concerned, 1s plain and obvious, namely, to affect the people with thofe judg- 
ments which came upon them for ther fins: as to us (whon whom the ends of 
the world are come) to mind us to take heed of their fins, left we be sharers 
in their plagues. The book 1s made up of complaints of their lamentable con- 
dition ; petitions to God for mercy; and prophectes both of their better eftate, 
and the ruan of ther enemtes. In the four firfe- chapters are feveral al- 
phabets of letters beginneng the feveral verfes, each verfe beginning with a new 
letter, only chap. 3. every three verfes begin with a new letter. It feems the 
chapters were fo compofed, for the advantage of their memories. The whole 
book lets us fee from what an height of dignity, to what a depth of mifery fin 
may bring a nation, how much foever interefled in God; and direéts us ta

The Book of EZEKIEL. 


The name Ezekiel fignifies, The ftrength of God. And God did indeed 
make his face ftrong againft all oppofition. It was the tradttion of the 
Jews, that for has boldnefs and farthfulnefs in reproving them, he was put 
to death by the captives in Babylon. 


The prophectes of this book were fpoken and written tn Babylon, to the Jews 
who were captwes there. Ezekiel prophefied in the beginning of therr cap- 
tivity, to convince them when they were fecure and unhumbled ; Daniel, 2 


the latter end of wt, to comfort them, when they were dejetted and dif- 


coura ged 


There is much in thas book which 1s very myfterrous, efpecrally in the beginning 
and latter endof rt. But tho’ the vifions are intricate, the fermons are plain, 
and the defign of them is, to fhew God’s people their tranfgreflions. 
And tho the reproofs and threatnings are very fharp, yet toward the clofe we 
have very comfortable promifes, to be fulfilled in the kingdom of the Meffiah, 
of whom endeed Ezekiel fpeaks lefs than almoft any of the prophets. The 
vifions, which are his credentials, we have, chap. 1—3. The reproofs and 
threatnings, chap. 4—24. We have meffages fent to the neighbouring na- 
tions, foretelling their deftruction, chap. 25—35. To make way for the 
reftoration of Mrael, and the re-eftablifhment of their city and temple, which 
are foretold, chap, 36—48.

and when they had done, returned as a flafh 
of hghinimg, to the upper world, to the 
vifion of God. Thus we fhould be tm the 
affairs of this world: though we run into 
them we muift not repofe in them, but 
our fouls muft prefently return like light- 
ning, to God their reft and center. 

V. 15. Living creatures—By each of the 
living creatures flood one wheel, fo that 
they were four in number, according to 
the number of the living creatures. Four 
faces—By this it appears, each wheel had 
its four faces. While he was contemplat- 
ing the glory of the former vifion, this 
other was prefented to him: wherein the 
difpenfations of providence are compared 
to. the wheels of a machine, which all 


contribute to the regular motion of it. 
Providence orders, changes: fometimes 
one {poke of the wheel is uppermoft, fome- 
times another. But the motion of the 
wheel on its own axle-tree, is ftill regular 
and fteady. And the wheel is faid to be 
by the lung creatures, who attend to dire& 
its motion. For all inferior creatures are, 
and move, and att, as the Creator, by the 
miniftration of angels direéts and’influen- 
ces them: vilible effets are managed and 
governed by invifible caules.

Ezekiel, Ais cotemporary, but much his fenior, fpeaks of him as wife to 
a. proverb, when he upbraids the king of Tyre with his felf-concett, Thou 


art wifer than Daniel. 


He likewife names Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
as 
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as having the greateft intereft in heaven of any. He lived along and aétive 
~~ dife in the courts and councils of fome of the greateft monarchs the world ever 


had. Yet none was more untemately acquainted with the mind of 
God, than he that was a courtier, a ftatefman, and a man o 


bufine/s. It 1s generally fuppofed he lived to be very old, and died at 
Shufhan tn Perfia. 

The firft chapter of this book, and the three firft verfes of the fecond are in 
Hebrew: and fo are the four laft chapters.

The Book of HOSEA. 


Hofea was the firft of all the writing prophets, fomewhat before Wfaiah. And 
he 1s the moft obfcure of all, which arifes from his concife and fententious 
firle, peculrar to himfelf. He continwed very long a prophet ; the Jews fay, 
he prophefied near fourfcore and ten years. So that he foretold the deftruc- 
tion of the ten tribes, when it was at a great diftance; and lived him- 
Jelf to fee and lament rt. The fcope of his prophecy is, to reprove fin, 
and denounce judgments againft a people that would not be reformed. 


Many paffages in the prophecies of Jeremiah and Ezekiel, feem to be bors 
vowed from it.

The Book ‘of HAGGAL 


Nine of the twelve minor prophets preached before the captivity ;_ but the three 
laft, fome time after it. Haggai and Zachariah appeared about the fame 
time, eighteen years after the return, and encouraged the people to build the 
temple, when the work had flopped for fome time, notwithftanding all the 
oppofition they met with. Haggai began two months before Zachariah, who 
was raifed up to fecond him. But Zachariah continued longer at the work: 
for all Haggai's prophecies which are recorded, were delivered within four 
months in the fecond year of Darius; but we have Zachariah’s prophecies 
dated above two years after. They both prophefied of Chrift. Haggai fpeaks 
of him as the glory of the latter houfe, Zachariah as the man, the 
branch. Jn them the light of that morning-flar_fhone more bright, than in 
the foregoing prophecies, as they lived nearer the time of the rifing of the
